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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite because it is missing an element/component (ii) and possibly 
more components since claim 1 recites "and" at the end of the claim but fails to recite 
more components for the article. 

Claims 3 and 4 are vague because the relationship of the phosphate 
source/phosphate acceptor to the other components of the article is unclear. See also 
claim 6 for the same problem, i.e. the relationship of the enzyme to the other 
components of the article is unclear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Strulovici 
(US 5,759,787). 

Strulovici teaches a composition for detecting kinase activity in solution without 
the use of radiology. The composition comprises a tag which is a phosphorylated serine 
or tyrosine and a receptor as an antibody which specifically binds the product at the 
phosphorylated amino acid and a secondary antibody labeled with an enzyme or a 
chemiluminescent (fluorescent) . Detection is done by chemiluminescence. (see col. 2, 
lines 49-65). The composition further comprises a phosphate group/acceptor (ATP). 
Regarding the substrate that comprises the same phosphorylated amino acid, since 
Strulovici teaches a the phosphorylated amino acid, it satisfies the requirement of the 
limitation of claim 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7, 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
